FORE W ORD 


The Watercolor Annual traditionally opens the autumn season of 
activity at the Museum. Like all San Francisco Art Association Annuals 
it is selected by a jury of artists elected by the artist membership of the 
Association and thus reflects very sensitively the prevailing opinions of 
the artist community. As usual the majority of works are from the region 
though other parts of the country are represented. 


The juries work hard and long to select conscientiously from the 
mass of material submitted that portion which represents the highest 
creative and technical quality. As the Museum sets no limitations on 
the number of items to be included in any Annual, the jury itself must 
in each case decide where the dividing line falls between the work that 
exemplifies what it seeks to bring out by its choices, and the work that 
falls just short of that standard. It is always a hard decision. However, 
the obligation to present clearly for artists, students and the public 
of the region the course that art of quality is taking at the time is 
recognized by the juries as important for art growth here. The 
standard is therefore high and the resulting exhibitions never large. 


The San Francisco Art Association's annuals never fail to have 
quality and character. The present exhibition is an excellent example. 
It emphasizes once again the extent to which creative and gifted artists 
here are concerned at present with exploring the resources of abstract 
expression, though it does not fail to recognize quality in other styles 
as well. Perhaps the rapid, direct medium of watercolor is especially 
well adapted to experimentation and to sensitive and intimate personal 
statement. Certainly the exhibition leaves an impression of freshness 
and brilliance, and it includes a great variety of expressions. 


The Museum is happy to present again this Annual of the San 
Francisco Art Association. It invites its visitors to study and to enjoy 
the exhibition prepared for them with such care. It urges that whenever 
possible those who come to see and to applaud make that additional 
gesture so important to the development of art here — a purchase of 
some work that has meaning for them.
